OTTAWA, Oct. 25.—(CP)—Compulsory extension of 
the cost-of-living bonus principle to additional employments 
forms a part of the government's new wage stabilization pro- 
gram as announced today by 


To More 


Labor Minister McLarty. 


The minister released terms of a new order-in-council 
replacing order 7440 under which the cost-of-living bonus 
principle was established a year ago. 


The order also prohibits increases. 


In basic wages and provides for 
seiting up of a national war labor 
board and regional war labor 
boards to administer its provisions 


EMPLOYERS AFFECTED 

Where Order-in-Council 7440 ap- 
plied only to war industries and in- 
dustries normally subject to the 
Federal Industrial Disputes Investi- 
gation Act, the new order also ap- 
plies to employers engaged in the 
building trades employing 10 or 
more persons and every other pri- 
vate employer employing 50 or 
More persons 

It does not apply to employers 
engaged in agriculture or fishing,

Employers who have been paying 
the bonus under Order-in-Council 
7440 are required to increase it on 
Noy. 15 to an amount based on the 


cost-of-living index as of October. | 


Employers who have not been 


paying the bonus must start pay- | 


ing it after Feb. 15, 1942, on the 
basis of the rise in the cost of liv- 


ing from October, 1941, to January, | 


1942, Thus the basis of bonus for 
employment now brought under the 
scope of the order will not be retro- 
active to the start of the war but 
to the coming into effect of the 
present order. 


QUARTERLY ADJUSTMENTS 

The order, however, empowers 
the national board to fix an earlier 
date for the computation of the 
bonus in the case of any employer 
where it finds such action would 
be fair and reasonable 
The date fixed may not be 
earlier than the last general in- 
crease in wages by the employer 
jn question or earlier than August, 
1939. 

The order further provides for 
quarterly adjustments in all 
bonuses, upward or downward in 
accordance with the cost of liv- 
ing as of Feb, 15, May 15, Aug. 15 
and Nov. 15. 

While the amount of the bonus, 
25 cents per week for each one per 
cent rise in the cost of living index 


as determined by the Dominion | 
Bureau of Statistics, remains un- | 


changed, it is modified for certain 
employees, That amount is to be 


paid to all adult male employees | 


and other employees earning $25 
or more per weck. 

For male employees under 
years of age and female employees 
earning less than $25 per week the

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Law-Abiding Law-Breakers 


Calgary’s chief of police says his 
men have more trouble trying to make 
the streets safe than catching crim- 
inals. More trouble, that is, with peo- 
ple who are normally law-abiding citi- 
zens than with those who live by rob- 
bery and violence. 

That is a curious paradox, but it is 
by no means peculiar to one city. It 
has been true also in Edmonton in re- 
cent weeks, and is at times true in 
every city. The offenders against traf- 
fic laws and regulations are in the great 
majority persons who obey all other 
laws and regulations, nor have they 
anything to gain by being law-breakers 
in this one particular. 

This makes the enforcement of traf- 
fic rules difficult, and distasteful to po- 
licemen and magistrates. If only known 
criminals broke the rules the police 
would get plenty of hetp from the pub- 
lic in discovering violations and viola- 
tors. It is different when some one of 
good repute is the party involved. But 
a speeder i8 just as much a public men- 
ace whether he be an honest man or a 
professional crook and the law and its 
officers should make no _ distinction 
when action is due to be taken. 

But there is also the other side of 
the case. If it is the duty of the authori- 
ties to enforce the law, it is no less the 
duty of the private citizen to respect it, 
and in a too large proportion of cases 
those who respect every other law feel 
little or no compunction about break- 
ing traffic laws. That is not the part 
of good citizenship. It gives law-break- 
ing a false appearance of respectability 
and smartness. 


Two Great Men 


With the political aspect of Mr. 
Willkie’s appeal to the Republican party 
outsiders have no proper concern. But 
the war policy he advocates is a matter 
of world interest and importance. He 
would go even farther than the Admin- 
istration» has gone or is immediately 
proposing to go to ensure the “‘destruc- 
tion of totalitarianism by whatever 
means necessary”. 

Since the Democrats and the Repub- 
licans together represent all but a small 
minority of the population of the Unit- 
ed States, and these are the two parties 
which shape the national policy beyond 
all question, there could be no better 
guarantee of victory for the cause of 
freedom than that they should differ 
only in the degree and the time for 
throwing the whole weight of the great 
republic into the struggle. 

The peoples who still have the bless- 
ing of self-government and those who 
hope to regain it can never repay the 
debt they owe to President Roosevelt 
but neither will nor should they forget 
the debt they owe to Wendell Willkie. 
Had he played isolationist polit the 
Republican leader could have hampered 
the action of the President, even to the 
extent of preventing the United States 
taking more than a minor—perhz 
nominal—role in the world crisis. 
stead, he has consistently backed the 
policy of active assistance, and ever- 
increasing assistance, in destroying the 
conspiracy of aggression. 

The United States is fortunate—and 
so is the world—in the leadership of 
the two parties who set the course of 
the nation in this time of decision. 


Italy Has Suffered Enough 


Signor Gayda has got into the des- 
patches again, after an absence which 
may have been due to anything but re- 
ticence. He is disturbed because an of- 
ficial at Washington mentioned a re- 
port that Herr Hitler had asked I] Duce 
to send a million Fascist soldiers to the 
Russian front. 

Such a request might be thought tc 
be flattering rather than offensive, a 
mark of the Fuehrer’s high regard for 
the prowess of Benito’s fighting men. 
But not so to Gayda—who is credited 
with often saying what Benito would 
like somebody other than himself to 
say. He is positively angry at the offi- 
cial reference to the report. Circula- 
tion of the story, he says, might cause 
an “upheaval” in Italy against both 
Mussolini and the alliance with Ger- 
many. Which seems not altogether un- 
likely, 

The admigsion was hardly to be 
expected from a quarter so close to the 
seat of authority—that Italians do not 
want to fight Hitler's battles and might 
revolt if more than a token contingent 
of Italian troops were called for. The 
danger js evidently rea), since it is con- 
sidered dangerous that a pronosal of 
the kind should be even talked about 
If that is the case it does not indicate 
solidarity of the Axis. The apprehens- 
ion of the Mussolini spokesman is a 
pretty broad official hint that there is 
no such solidarity. Which probably is 
also true. 

Whatever Mussolini thought or 
hoped, Italy was dragged into the war 
to help Germany. It has paid a terrible 
price, has got nothing in return, and 
would get less if Hitler won than it 
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Hitler Doesn’t Deserve A Coffin 


will get if he loses. Bitter experience 
has evidently made these facts clear 
to so many Italians that any sugges- 
tion of further sacrifices might cause 
an “upheaval”, according to Signor 
Gayda. 


The Eighteenth Week 


The eighteenth week of Hitler’s on- 
slaught upon his former munitions pur- 
veyor found the weary titans exchang- 
ing weakened blows on the approaches 
to Moscow, with little territorial gain 
by the attackers except to the south. 
They now hold Odessa, at the cost, it is 
said, of Rumanian casualties -and pri- 
soners numbering 250,000 since the 
start of the campaign. German losses, 
which may include those of the con- 
scripted subject states, are estimated at 
Moscow to have reached 4,060,000, 
dead, wounded, captured and missing. 
Cut the estimate in half, it is still ap- 
palling, and means a reduction of at 
least a third in the first line Nazi 
troops. 

This without either the dissolution 
of the Russian forces or the capture of 
Moscow or Leningrad. At the end of 
four months the struggle which began 
on the 22nd of June is inconclusive, and 
the week has brought the Fuehrer no 
considerable distance nearer to the goal 
he must reach quickly or may not reach 
at all. 

Sheer exhaustion, freezing mud, and 
swirling snow may have had as much 
to do as the heroic fighting of the Rus- 
sian armies with slowing down the 
blitzkrieg Herr Hitler announced three 
weeks ago. These allies have now come 
to the aid of the defenders, and are 
factors with which the Nazis will have 
to reckon for months. While the con- 
ditions will make operations difficult 
for both, they will be more hampering 
to the invaders because these must ad- 
vance to gain their objective, while the 
defenders are victors if they only hold 
their ground. 


No doubt the German high com- 
mand is already plotting a new offen- 
sive. But that it can organize another 
as formidable as the one now appar- 
ently spent is doubtful. Dead and 
wounded men and smashed tanks and 
planes represent a loss that is perman- 
ent. These can be replaced only 
withdrawals elsewhere, and with- 
drawals from occupied countries al- 


ready seething with revolt. The events |

The difficulty, which may not be clear 
to the average man but is a very real han- 
dicap to those in authority, is that, to date, 
they have never had a complete picture of 
the resources on which they might count 
in drawing up a victory plan. 

Admittedly, no such plan would be 
conceivable without reckoning on vast 
assistance from the United States, 

The British know approximately what 
might be produced in their own country, 
if all its people and resources were 
properly martialed. But they cannot 
know how those people and resources 
might be most effectively martialed unless 
they know exactly what they can expect 
from the United States. 


If they could count on an American 
declaration of war at a fixed date and the 
use of America’s vast resources of man- 
power, they could plan their strategy in 
one way. If American manpower is not to 
be used, British manpower will have to 
be divided very carefully between the 
forces, agriculture and the factories—and 
neither the forces, agriculture nor fac- 
tories will have all they need. 

While Russia’s war with Germany has 
been little short of a gift from heaven, the 
fact remains that the British were not 
able to count on it in time to perfect a 
plan for immediate action when the event 
occurred, 

The taciturnity and reserve of more 
than one opponent to Hitler have had bad 
results, 

Unknown Factors 


Thus, to an extent, there are stil] 
many unknown factors in the pro 
asiow a quick and convincing solution, 

What might be done, at the same time, 


would be for the British leaders to per- 

fect a series of alternative plans based on 

possible developments. Then, for in-

stance, nmment could 
gain some idea of what defeat of the Axis

It can be taken for granted that both 
the British and American governments 
appreciate the need for this sort of plan- 
ning and that, in due time, the plans will 
be laid on the table.

Immediate Problems

instance, whether or not the British are 
prepared to assist in the defence of the 
Caucasus. 

For nearly two weeks, now, corre- 
spondents of British newspapers, writing 
from the Near East, have been hinting at 
the possibility of a British expedition to 
Tiflis, Batu and Baku, and it has 
appeared likely that some such move 
might be made. 

All that can be stated at the present 
time, however, is that the Russian and 
British governments have considered 
plans for a joint front in defense of the 
Caucasus. Whether or not those plans will 
be carried out remains to be seen in and 
when British troops go into action. 

It does appear, however, that any such 
move, to be effective, would have to be 
made within the next month. 

Defence of the Caucasus presents the 
British with a difficult problem because 
the Germans hold an interior line from 
which they can strike in any or all three 
directions. 

First, they can strike at Cyprus and 
then at Syria which would provide an 
excellent base for operations against any 
point in the Middle East. 

Second, they could drive along the 
southern shore of the Black Sea, through 
Turkish territory, with Batum as their 
first goal. 

Third, they may be able to advance 
Southeastward through Restov-on-Don 
and North Caucasus, in a direct drive on 
the oilfields of Grozny and Baku.

(Secretary Ontario Mining Association Address to Manitoba 
Chamber of Mines) 


At this time we are facing new conditions and profound | 
changes as a result of the European war. I am glad of the 
Opportunity to speak to you for a while on some of the 
achievements of the industry and of some of the contribu- 


tions which it can make to our war efforts. 


In Canada we are practically 
free from the danger of air raids; 
we have large supplies of raw 
materials and our manufacturing 
facilities are exceptional for our 
population. We are in close prox: 
imity to and on the most friendly 
basis with the United States 
which can supply not only many 
of the essential materials for war 
production, but what is also very 
important, the research and tech- 
nique necessary for the produc- 
tion of certain types of equip- 
ment, and we are also relatively 
close to England. 

Because of all these factors Can- 
@da will be essentially a base for 
supplies. Our contributions in 
respect will reach a magnitude 
never before dreamed of. It will 
probably result in a great disloca- 
tion of industry before we reach 
our maximum effort. Manufactur- 
ing facilities will have to be turned 
to types of production which will 
be unremunerative when the war 
ends, Consumption in meny lines 
will be curtailed because undoubt- 
edly as our facilities and labor are

Thompson - Lundmark Gold 
Mines has poured it first gold 
bar, the occasion marking the 


fifth gold mine in the North West 
Territories to enter production in 
the past three years.

The others are the Con, Rycon, 
Negus, all in Yellowknife, and 
Slave Lake Gold at Outpost Lake.
